JANUARY 26, 1961 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law upon 
the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Joseph J. Derro, 
Constable of said Town notices having been sent by mail by the Town Clerk 
seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Members 
elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town 
Meeting Members met in the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High 
School in said Town of Winchester, January 26, 1961 at 7:45 o’clock in the 
evening.

ANNUAL REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 16, 1961 


Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Joseph J. Derro, 
Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the Town 
Clerk seven days before the day of the meeting to the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town 
Meeting Members met in the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High 
School in said Town of Winchester, March 16, 1961 at 7:45 o’clock in the 
evening. 

A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the en- 
trance of the meeting place and was in charge of Sadie E. Barstow and 
Janet E. Manzie, Election Officers. The list contained the names of two 
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hundred twenty-eight (228) Town Meeting Members entitled to vote and 
participate in Town Meetings in Winchester. 


The check list filed with the Town Clerk at the close of the meeting 
showed that one hundred eighty-six (186) Town Meeting Members attend- 
ed the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order by Harrison Chadwick, Moderator at 
7:50 P.M. 


The invocation was given by Dr. John W. Ellison. 


The Moderator read only the call of the Meeting and the Constable’s 
Return of the Warrant, as copies of the Warrant had been mailed to each 
of the Town Meeting Members, and as each Article would be read when 
it came up for consideration. No one requested that the Articles should 
be read at this time. 


Moved and Seconded, that unless it be otherwise ordered, Town Meet- 
ing sessions shall be held each Monday and Thursday evenings at 7:45 at 
the Memorial Auditorium in the Senior High School, excepting on Thurs- 
day, March 30th, until the work of the town meeting is completed.

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The major accomplishment of the year of 1961 was the completion of 
the new incinerator erected at the old disposal area off Swanton Street. 
Through the joint efforts of the Architects, Fay, Spofford & Thorndike of 
Boston and the C. J. Maney Company of Lexington, the low bidder for the 
construction of this project, the final cost was kept well within the original 
appropriation of $500,000 voted by the Special Town Meeting held October 
29, 1959. The Selectmen are highly pleased with its performance since 
it was put into operation in June 1961. We hope to proceed with the land- 
scaping of this area in the Spring of 1962. The chronic problem of finding 
a solution for the disposal of the Town’s refuse has plagued Town officials 
for many years, and at last has been solved. 

We regret that at this time we cannot give you any further information 
as to the relocation of Route 3 which has been a source of concern to your 
Selectmen for many years. According to State authorities there has been 
no further progress since 1957. This matter has been discussed jointly 
between the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and the Chief Engineer 
of the Department of Public Works (Mr. Edward J. McCarthy). We have 
been advised that a public hearing will be held before any definite and 
fixed route is determined. 


Our efforts for many years for the installation of controlled lights at 
the intersection of Wildwood and Cambridge Streets has finally been real- 
ized. Through the joint efforts of the Department of Public Works and 
our Highway Department, semi-activated lights were operative in October 
1961. 
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We feel that with the greater use of the West Side Playground and 
the increase of school children on their way to and from the new Lynch 
Junior High School, this provides a major safety accomplishment. 


As a result of the action taken at the Annual Representative Town 
Meeting in March 1961, new sidewalks were constructed on: 


Horn Pond Brook Road Carter Street 
Woodside Road Wildwood Street 
Johnson Road Ridge Street 
Lockeland Road Samoset Road 


The entire costs have been borne by the Town. Town Meeting action 
was necessitated in this instance because it has not been a policy of the 
Town to install and bear the entire cost of sidewalk construction. With 
the installation of these sidewalks, we feel that the safety of school chil- 
dren has been substantially improved. 


It is hoped to continue the renovation program of the Town Hall. In 
1958 the east end of the basement was modernized into office space for 
the Town Accountant and the Planning Board. In 1960 the new gas-fired 
hot water heating system with zonal controls was installed. Mr. Arthur 
E. Rand, Architect, who has been engaged by the Selectmen, has submit- 
ted plans for the renovation of the lower west basement area into offices 
for the Board of Health and Building Commissioner. Both are presently 
renting quarters in a commercial building at 9 Mt. Vernon Street. In order 
to complete this area, an article will be inserted in the warrant for the 
1962 Annual Town Meeting requesting additional funds in accordance 
with our 6-year Capital Improvement Program. We feel if the Town, in 
its wisdom, votes acceptance of this project, not only will outside rental 
monies be saved but the Town will also benefit by the better centralization 
and increased efficiency of its administrative offices. 


A new fire-hydrant testing program was instituted late this year. 
This program is to be continued and conducted on an annual basis through 
the joint efforts of the Fire and Water Departments, to further coordinate 
the training and maintenance programs of these departments. 


The Selectmen have reviewed the personnel needs of the Fire Depart- 
ment and as a result of this study we shall recommend to the 1962 Town 
Meeting an increase in the number of personnel. 


As a result of the vote of the Annual Town Meeting of March 1961, 
the Wadleigh School property was transferred to the care and control of 
the Board of Selectmen. In 1962 we intend to insert an article in the 
Warrant of the Annual Town Meeting for the demolition of this building. 


At the Annual Representative Town Meeting in March 1961, the Board 
was empowered to take by eminent domain the property at 465 Main Street, 
owned by Dr. Philip J. McManus et ux. By action of the Special Town 
Meeting of June 19, 1961 the Board was further empowered to secure a 
rental for this property pending further use by the School Committee. 
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In conclusion, it has been your Selectmen’s pleasure to serve the Town 
to the best of its ability and in all its undertakings have had only the best 
interests of its townspeople at heart. We sincerely hope we have suc- 
ceeded. We also wish to publicly thank the many loyal town employees, 
boards and committees for their fine cooperation and able assistance 


throughout the year.

The Department at present is comprised of a Chief, three Lieutenants, 
four Sergeants, 28 patrolmen and a Secretary. 


Juvenile Problem 


I am pleased to report that because of the efficient work of our Juvenile 
Officer and the entire department, juvenile delinquency has decreased in 
Winchester during 1961. This is in sharp contrast with other figures 
throughout the nation which have reportedly increased. 


School Traffic Control 


At present we have 20 school traffic posts throughout the town. These 
posts are covered by 19 school traffic officers and one regular officer. 

During the year three new traffic posts were created. Two of these 
posts were at the Vinson-Owen School on Johnson Road and the other at the 
Lynch Junior High School off Pond Street. These men and women 
should be commended for doing an outstanding job of protecting our school 
children. 


Auxiliary Police Force 


This organization still continues to do an outstanding job of assisting 
our regular officers in handling traffic at church services and on numerous 
other occasions. We in Winchester are fortunate in having such outstand- 
ing citizens willing and eager to give of their time free of charge, when- 
ever they are needed. 


Traffic and Safety 


The traffic enforcement program instituted by me after my appoint- 
ment is still in progress. This program has resulted in a decrease of se- 
rious accidents in our town. 


In the Spring of 1961 the new 3-way parking citation law was put into 
effect. During the remainder of the year, 3,993 citations for illegal park- 
ing were issued. This resulted in relieving the parking problem in front 
of the business establishments in the center of town. During 1962 I expect 
to have the State Department of Public Works approve the posting of 
Johnson Road and Pond Street in the vicinity of the new schools with speed 
limit signs. 

I want to commend the officers of the department for the outstanding 
job of traffic law enforcement during the past year. 


Mobile Equipment 
The motor vehicle equipment at present consists of two 1962 Ranch 
Wagons, which are equipped with inhalators and other first aid equip- 
ment. We also have a 1960 Ford Sedan, with mileage of 50,000 and a 1960 
Chevrolet Sedan with mileage of 13,000. 
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I recommend that the 1960 Ford be turned in for a new automobile 
for use by the Chief. The Chevrolet which is in good condition will be 
used as an extra patrol car. 


This third patrol car will result in a more efficient method of protect- 
ing our town. 


The 1949 Cadillac ambulance is at present out of service. This am- 
bulance has earned close to $12,000.00 for the town up to the present time. 
I recommend that this ambulance be turned in and a new one be purchased. 


Teletype and Signal Systems 


The signal system in the station is in good condition and should last 
for several years. The new radio system in 1960 is also in good working 
order. This new system meets with the recent requirements of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 


In addition we are equipped with a new transmitter and receiver 
through which we are able to be in contact with other departments. At 
present we have eighteen (18) telephone boxes throughout the town. 
These phones are used by the officers to keep in touch with headquarters. 


I recommend that an additional phone be installed on Ridge Street 
near the Woburn Line. This would aid the department in extending the 
necessary police protection to the Vinson-Owen School and surrounding 
area. 


Police Station 
The first floor of the police station was painted in 1961, and is in excel- 
lent condition. I recommend that the second floor be painted in 1962. 
No other interior work will be necessary for a few years. 


Service 
I again want to extend my sincere thanks to the Honorable Board 
of Selectmen for its interest, cooperation and assistance in all matters per- 
taining to police work, to all the Town Departments, to members of the 
Finance Committee for their patience in resolving our financial problems 
and to all citizens and various organizations who have assisted the Depart- 
ment in numerous ways. 


I want to thank the Judges and personnel of the Woburn District 
Court for the cooperation and assistance given to me and my officers. I 
also want to thank the Lieutenants, Sergeants and all members of the 
Department including the Secretary for the efficient manner in which they 
have performed their duties.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my sixteenth annual report of the Fire Department 
for 1961. 


During the year the Department responded to 369 Still Alarms; 176 
Box Alarms; 11 False Alarms and 20 Mutual Aid Alarms for a total of 476 
Alarms. 16 calls for the resuscitator and used 25 cylinders of oxygen. Res- 
ponded on 18 ambulance calls with the Police Department. 


The apparatus has travelled a total of 13,669 miles and has pumped 
423 hours. Used 29,100 feet of 2%” hose; 10,350 feet of 1144” hose; 54,450 
feet of booster hose and raised 2,305 feet of ladders. 186 soda, acid and 
foamite extinguishers were filled for the other Town Departments and 
residents of the Town. The Department has responded on 7 multiple 
alarms during the year. 


One hundred eighty-two inspections were made of oil burner equipment 
and permits issued for a total of 56,740 gallons of fuel oil; 11 permits for 
inflammable liquids were issued and 56 permits were issued for blasting 
operations. 

All motor equipment is in good running condition except Engine No. 4 
which is now 27 years old and should be replaced in 1962. A new motor 
was installed in the Ladder Truck. 

All Fire Alarm Boxes and circuits on our Fire Alarm System have been 
tested every month. A considerable amount of overhead wire has been 
replaced along with new Fire Alarm lines. Fire Alarm Boxes installed 
in 1961 are as follows: Box No. 147 at Lockeland and Mayflower Roads; 
Box No. 148 at Mayflower and Plymouth Roads; No. 517 at Johnson and 
Hawthorne Roads; No. 518 at Johnson Road and Bigelow Avenue and 
Box No. 543 at the Lynch Junior High School. 

The exterior of the Fire Station is in good condition. The interior 
of the building needs painting on the first floor. Four new electric motors 
were installed to open and close the doors on the apparatus floor. 

The Department has conducted four Fire Drills in all the Schools of 
the Town. All buildings, stores, gas stations, etc. have been inspected. 
The Winchester Hospital and Home for Aged have to be inspected four 
times a year and reports filed with the State. 

The manual force consists of 35 permanent men and 7 Callmen. The 
permanent force consists of the Chief; 3 Captains; 4 Lieutenants; Mechan- 
ic; 2 Fire Alarm Men and a Clerk with 23 Fire Fighters. Thomas Kilcoyne 
of the Call Force retired June 22, 1961. He was appointed February 16, 
1931. Neil Kerrigan resigned from the Call Force as of December 31, 
1961, he was appointed March 30, 1940. 
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Home building in the Town has increased by 61 single and 7 duplex 
homes, new industry, a cleaning plant, new gas station, etc. This calls for 
more fire protection and the West Side Fire Station should be built as 
soon as possible. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
for their cooperation in Fire Prevention, to the Permanent Fire Fighters 
who responded to alarms on their time off, our Call Force, to our Chap- 
lains the Reverend Francis X. Turke and the Reverend H. Newton Clay; 
to Mr. Boecker, Mr. Russell and Bruce Hamilton and Auxiliary Fire Fight- 
ers for their cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1961. The activities of the department are summarized under the 
following headings: 


Board of Assessors: 

Assessors plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessors abstracts was completed. 

Board of Survey: 

Approval of a portion of the layout of Chardon Road was discontinued 
by the Planning Board, acting as a Board of Survey. 
Building Department: 

Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when request- 
ed. 


Cemetery Department: 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for record 
purposes. 

A topographical survey and plan of a large portion of undeveloped cem- 
etery land was completed. 


Collector of Taxes: 

Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates for dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector 
of Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as 
requested. Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non- 
payment of taxes were prepared as requested. 

Fire Department: 

A composite plan of the Town water supply and hydrant system was 

prepared as requested. 


Highway Department: 

The construction program for curbing and granolithic and bituminous 
concrete sidewalks required considerable engineering services this year. 
Estimates, costs and assessments of streets, sidewalks and various high- 
way projects were submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 

Plans and estimates for the 1962 program are being prepared. 

Street layouts and acceptance plans were made of the following ways: 
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Albamont Road—Layout of portion 
Capri Terrace—Layout 

Carriage Lane—Layout 

Fairlane Terrace—Layout 

Nassau Drive—Layout 

Squire Road—Layout 

Thornberry Road—Layout 
Wincrest Drive—Layout 


Construction was not completed on any of these ways. Construction 
was completed on the portion of Sunset Road laid out in 1960, and on Horn 
Pond Brook Road, laid out in 1941. The necessary engineering services 
were furnished by the Department. 


Park Department: 


Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc., were made as 
requested. 

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made; and estimates 
of costs of various Park projects were prepared as requested. 


Planning Board: 

Plans and profiles of the following “ways” were approved by the 
Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law: 

Bellevue Avenue—a way from the public portion southwesterly about 
six hundred fifty-seven (657) feet. 

Dennett Road — a way from Hollywood Road southeasterly, easterly 
and northeasterly about nine hundred forty-six (946) feet to Hollywood 
Road. 

Hollywood Road—a way from the public portion southeasterly about 
eleven hundred fifty (1150) feet. 

Pilgrim Drive—a way from the previously approved portion south- 
easterly about one thousand ninety-eight (1098) feet to Hilltop Road. 

Russet Lane—a way from Pilgrim Drive southwesterly about one hun- 
dred sixty-nine (169) feet. 

Southfield Road—a way from Dennett Road southerly about one hun- 
dred four (104) feet. 

Westgate Road—a way from Pilgrim Drive southwesterly about two 
hundred ninety-one (291) feet. 

Information related to engineering requirements under the Subdivi- 
sion Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and devel- 
opers. 

Considerable time was spent in examining the plans of these layouts. 

Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establishing 
the amounts of performance bonds were prepared when requested. 


Sanitation: 
Elevations have been taken monthly at the incinerator and adjoining 


traveled way areas for the purpose of recording any building or soil settle- 
ment. 
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School Department: 
Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 
Considerable time was spent in computing excavation and fill quan- 
tities taken from grading plans of the Vinson-Owen School building site, 
which had been prepared by the architect. 


Water & Sewer Department: 


Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines and connection records 
have been made for sewers constructed in 1961. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are 
being made. 

The master sewer plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 

Information pertinent to areas affected by the proposed grouping of 
connections to the Metropolitan sewer system, as shown on plans prepared 
in 1960, was furnished as requested. 


Miscellaneous: 


During the year various surveys were made, and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town officers. 

Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 
NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 

Five streets were accepted as public ways at the Annual Town Meeting 
and four streets were accepted at the Special Town Meeting held on June 
19, 1961. 

In addition, Horn Pond Brook Road, accepted in 1941, was constructed 
with a bituminous concrete surface. 

Albamont Road was also constructed with a bituminous concrete sur- 
face. 

The following ways accepted during the year were previously con- 
structed by the developer and the work remaining for completion by the 
Town consists principally of installing curbing on the corners and on steep 
grades: 
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Capri Terrace from Thornberry Road to Nassau Drive. 

Carriage Lane beginning at Squire Road and extending southwesterly 
about eight hundred thirty (830) feet to Squire Road. 

Fairlane Terrace beginning at Squire Road and extending southwesterly 
about five hundred forty-one (541) feet. 

Nassau Drive beginning at Thornberry Road and extending north- 
easterly about one thousand three hundred sixty-nine (1369) feet. 

Squire Road from Wincrest Drive to Thornberry Road. 

Thornberry Road from Wincrest Drive to the Lexington-Winchester 
Town line. 

Wincrest Drive from Ridge Street to Thornberry Road. 

Sunset Road, which was constructed in 1960, was completed during 
the 1961 construction season. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, Ridge Street from the Arlington-Win- 
chester Town line to the junction of Lockeland Road and Ridge Street was 
constructed by The McDavitt Corporation. 

Also Chapter 90 bids were received for the reconstruction of Ridge 
Street from the end of the 1961 construction approximately one thousand 
seven hundred fifty (1750) feet toward the Woburn line. 


Surface Drainage: 


Five hundred forty-one (541) feet of concrete pipe and seventeen 
manholes and catch basins were installed in new streets. 


In connection with the Chapter 90 - Ridge Street program, twelve 
hundred ninety-three (1293) feet of concrete pipe and sixteen manholes 
and catch basins were installed. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 


Five hundred forty-two square yards of concrete sidewalk, 745 feet of 
granite curb, 542 feet of concrete curb and 1255 feet of paving stone curbing 
were installed during the year. 

In addition bituminous concrete sidewalks were constructed in Samo- 
set Road, Manomet Road, High Street, Lockeland Road, Ridge Street and 
Johnson Road in the vicinity of the Parkhurst School and the Vinson- 
Owen. School. 

Also bituminous concrete sidewalks leading to the Lynch Junior High 
School were constructed in Wildwood Street, Woodside Road, Brantwood 
Road and Carter Street. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 


Nine streets were surface treated with emulsion and oil treated crushed 
stone during early October. 

During the fall Sylvester Avenue, Salem Street, Hillcrest Parkway, Oak 
Street, School Street, Madison Avenue West and Mason Street were re- 
surfaced with bituminous concrete by the Essex Bituminous Concrete Cor- 
poration. 
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Sidewalks: 

Approximately 500 square yards of concrete sidewalk were repaired 
during the year. 

In addition, 3100 square yards of bituminous concrete sidewalks were 
resurfaced by Warren Bros. Roads Company. 


Street Signs and Marking: 

One hundred twenty-two traffic and street signs were erected or re- 
placed during the year. 

About thirty miles of traffic and parking lines were painted on public 
streets and parking areas. 

Parking meter standards were replaced as required. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
A new three cubic yard sweeper was purchased as an additional sweep- 
ing unit. 
A new four-ton dump truck replaced a two-ton unit of 1955. 
A new ranch wagon was purchased to replace a 1956 unit. 


SANITATION 


A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Leon Bushmich Corporation of Burlington, for $2,400.00 for the period 
August 1, 1961 to July 31, 1962. 

Collections were made every fourth working day at each dwelling and 
daily from stores, restaurants, high schools and hospital. 


A new garbage truck was purchased to replace a 1956 unit. 


Construction of the new one hundred ton incinerator, started in June, 
1960, was substantially completed on or about the end of April 1961. The 
construction was accomplished by the C. J. Maney Company Incorporated 
with Fay, Spofford & Thorndike acting as Consulting Engineers for the 
Town. 


During the eight months of operation the incinerator has performed 
well and handled the rubbish delivered by individuals and local contractors. 
Continuing on a temporary basis, rubbish was disposed of on the Cullen 
land off Swanton Street until the end of April; thereafter the ashes from 
the incinerator were deposited until the end of the lease on June 30, 1961. 


SNOW & ICE 
Seven storms involved plowing and removal work. In addition thirteen 
storms required salting. 
Two new Oliver OC-6 sidewalk tractors were purchased to replace a 
1937 unit and a 1946 unit. 


Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1961 were as follows:

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REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Department for the year 1961. 

The Department is presently servicing five permanently disabled em- 
ployees. These five employees received compensation payments of $6497.40 
during the year 1961. In addition, $102.60 was paid for medical services. 

Fourteen employees received injuries which disabled them for a total 
of 448 days in 1961. These fourteen employees received $3023.34 in com- 
pensation payments and $2634.25 in medical services. 

Forty-six employees received injuries which required medical treat- 
ment but no loss of time from their work. These forty-six employees re- 
ceived medical services at a cost of $795.87 in 1961. 

Chapter 602 of the Acts of 1961, effective August 29, 1961 increased 
the maximum weekly payment from $45.00 to $50.00. This increase in com- 
pensation payments, together with increased medical costs, have increased 
the cost to the Town in 1961 and will cause further increase in 1962. 

The Agent wishes to take this opportunity to express his sincere appre- 
ciation to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Counsel and to the depart- 
ments in the Town Government for the excellent cooperation given to him 
during the year. 

The following figures represent the expenditures in the Workmen’s 
Compensation Department during 1961. These figures have been estimated 
in part due to the date upon which this report must be filed.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: 


The Tree Department continues finding the Dutch Elm disease a 
serious problem. Ninety-three Elms were found to have the disease by 
laboratory tests. Eighty-three Elms were located on private property; 
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three Elms were along public streets; four Elms were on Park properties; 
two were on School properties; and one Elm was in the Cemetery. The 
usual Dutch Elm preventative measures were taken, and comparing public 
tree losses with private it appears these measures continue to be worthwhile. 
Approximately twenty-five percent of the diseased Elms have been removed. 
The remainder are scheduled for removal prior to April 1, 1962. 

One hundred seventy-six trees were planted as public shade trees dur- 
ing the Spring of 1961. There were one hundred twelve Sugar Maples, 
twenty-eight Lindens, twenty-two Pin Oaks, nine Norway Maples and five 
Crimson Kings purchased and set out. 

The usual spraying service was furnished to private owners that re- 
quested spraying with The Allard Corporation doing the work for the 
Town, as low bidder. Charges for all private spraying in the amount of 
$2,065.60 were committed to the Town Collector. 

Timely assistance on the Snow and Ice program was rendered by the 
department as usual.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


Increased use and continued improvement in the quality of the facil- 
ities offered are major goals of those responsible for the Library. The 
“facilities” include not only the building and its furnishings, but the staff 
and the service it renders, a more than adequate book collection, supple- 
mentary collections of items such as records and visual aids, use of avail- 
able space for art exhibits, book displays and group meetings for educa- 
tional or cultural purposes, cooperative effort in making the collection 
available outside the Library to such institutions as the schools, the Hospital 
and Home for the Aged, and various other areas which increase the use of 
the Library by the people of Winchester. Encouraging the “library habit’ 
among pre-high school students is an important element of the service 
phase of Library facilities. 

The records show that there have been increases in both use and qual- 
ity of the facilities during the past year. Figures on the size of the book 
collection, circulation of books and material, and use of the Library build- 
ings are all indicated in the Librarian’s report. There has also been a real 
effort made to improve the quality of the collection, with particular em- 
phasis on reference and science material. Nearly one-third of the money 
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spent for adult books this year has been in these two fields. Increased use 
and improved quality require able and hard working people, and the 
Trustees appreciate the effort of the administrative staff. It also requires 
substantial funds, and for this we must acknowledge appreciation to the 
people of the Town and request their continued cooperation. 

A recent study of the period from 1953 through 1960 indicated some 
informative trends in Winchester Library service and expense. As to 
growth, the book collection increased 26%, the volumes circulated 53%, 
and the regular staff grew from 9 to 15, or 66%. During the same period, 
operating costs increased 63% (although the percentage of Library costs 
to the total Town expenditures decreased about 15%, from 2.8% to 2.4%). 
90% of the increase in Library costs were for three items — personal ser- 
vices, books, and maintenance. 

Personal service increases were due to two factors. A larger staff is 
necessary to handle more books, greater circulation, and more use by the 
townspeople of increased space areas in the library building, principally the 
new West Reading Room and the Rich Room. The second factor is an 
increase in salary rates to the professional staff. The salary scale for 
trained librarians has been far too low in Winchester and inadequate to at- 
tract college graduates with or without library training or to meet com- 
petition from other library systems. The demand for professional libra- 
rians exceeds the supply many fold. 

The increase in cost of books is due to an effort to maintain a good 
current collection, the greater number of books being published, and an 
increase of 27% in the price of the average book, over the period studied. 

The third major item of increase was building maintenance. While 
the present Library building is inadequate in size and not in conformity 
with modern library planning, it is, nevertheless, a beautiful physcal plant, 
built thirty years ago of fine materials which would be prohibitively ex- 
pensive to duplicate today. Maintenance of this type of structure is ex- 
pensive. Only recently has it been necessary to spend increasing amounts 
to preserve adequately this valuable and attractive asset. 

It is the opinion of the Trustees that Winchester wants to continue 
with a better-than-average library as to plant, staff, collection, and sup- 
plementary facilities. Winchester is above average in its intellectual and 
educational interests, and the standards to be met in library service must 
be higher. The Trustees are endeavoring to maintain excellence without 
extravagance. A further increase in the salary scale of the professional 
librarians is essential and will be recommended. More space, particularly 
for children, young adults, and book shelving, is required and will be recom- 
mended. We solicit the suggestions and the support of the people served 
on these recommendations. 

A year ago legislation was passed in Massachusetts to provide State 
Aid to Public Libraries. Many small towns have completely inadequate 
facilities. Some large cities were carrying much of the load for the sur- 
rounding areas. The act provided for a payment of not more than twenty- 
five cents per resident, to be paid from the state income tax fund to muni- 
cipalities applying and agreeing to meet certain standards. These standards 
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envisioned greater use of the better libraries by residents from towns with 
less to offer. Because compliance with the standards indicated possible in- 
creases in the services required and a further taxing of our present limited 
space, the Trustees did not participate in 1961. Further study is being 
made of the first year’s operation with a view to possible future participa- 
tion. 

During the year, recognition was made of the Edgar J. Rich bequest 
by two interesting functions. During National Library Week, the Lincoln- 
Lee Group invited the public to its meeting in the Rich Room to hear a 
talk by Dr. Sanford H. Moses on historical events of 1861, prior to April 
20, leading up to the Civil War. Later in the spring, the Rich awards in the 
Lincoln and Lee Essay Competition among Winchester High School pupils 
were awarded, first to William Hakel for an essay entitled “The Formation 
of the Confederate Government,” and second to Elizabeth F. Root for an 
essay entitled “Education of Abraham Lincoln: Indiana and New Salem.” 

With the increase in the number of both high school and elementary 
school children forecast for the next decade, and with the stimulation and 
emphasis being placed on educational needs for people of all ages, it seems 
inevitable that the Public Library will be continually challenged to offer 
the people of Winchester more and better facilities. The Trustees look to 
the citizens of the Town for help and guidance in carrying out a suitable 
library program.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1961 


A review of the year in the library shows that use of the book collec-— 
tion and demand on all the library resources constantly increases. Adult 
use, as shown by number of books borrowed, was 3% more than in the pre- 
ceding year, and in the same period books borrowed from the Children’s 
Room showed a 12% increase. 

More than 3,000 elementary school children, plus 900 young people in 
grades 7 and 8 comprise the group which crowds the Children’s Room to 
capacity. Experience in other towns has proved that the opening of school 
libraries in the Junior High Schools will not necessarily cut down the use 
of Public Library facilities. On the contrary, school libraries cause in- 
creased use of the Public Library. Students will thus be better served and 
better educated than in the past, but this will increase the space problem 
already apparent in the library. 

During the past four years (1957-1961) many changes have taken place 
in the library, changes in staff and extensive building changes and renova- 
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tions. Against this background some of the planned improvements in the 
book collection have been accomplished. The Rich Collection of Civil War 
books has been catalogued and made available for public use. Shakespeare 
books have been recatalogued, and the Reference collection has been 
brought up to date by the purchase of new acquisitions. Science books 
have been inventoried, checked against the lists of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, and the collection improved by many 
new additions in this field of knowledge. General inventory and weeding 
of old books continues, along with the purchase of new books, in the daily 
attempt to build a book collection which will satisfy the varied needs of 
Winchester people. 


Services 


Twenty different town groups have held meetings in the Rich Room in 
the past year, as well as film programs, story hours, and classes in library 
instruction, making a total of 135 meetings of all kinds held in that room. 
Any local group of a “civic, educational, or cultural’? nature is welcome to 
the use of the Rich Room during the hours the library is open, 10 a.m. to 
9 pm. The room will seat about 70 people and there is no charge unless 
the meeting extends beyond 9 o’clock, when the janitor must be paid for 
overtime. 

Through the Hospital Book Fund, 291 new books have been made avail- 
able to patients at the Winchester Hospital this year. Books kept at the 
hospital are supplemented by books from the regular library collection to 
answer special requests, and bedside library service is provided twice a week 
by a library staff member or one of the EnKa Library Aides. Over 2,900 
books have been loaned to patients and hospital staff members in 1961. 
The Hospital Book Fund is provided largely through the generosity of 
EnKa, though gifts from other donors have been added to the account 
from time to time. A ceiling projector is kept at the hospital (with books 
on film), and this year a pair of “Bed Specs” has been purchased for the 
use of those who must lie flat in bed. 

The Home for Aged People has borrowed 259 books from the library 
this past year. 

The record collection was inventoried during the summer, and records 
are being purchased to replace those in poor condition, as well as to add 
new titles. 

Library Film Programs are held from October through March — Friday 
evenings for families, Saturday mornings for children of school age. The 
Friday evening programs have had an average attendance of 39 people; 
Saturday mornings usually find 50 or more children in the audience. The 
films are of an educational nature on a variety of subjects, and books on 
these subjects are on display ready to be loaned after the program. 

Friday afternoons in April-June children’s story hours were held with 
a total of 318 children attending. During the summer the Children’s Room 
encouraged 498 to enroll in the Johnny Appleseed Club, and 389 children 
continued active membership through reading (and reporting on) books 
during the summer. 
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Due to the continued cooperation of the Winchester Art Association, 
art exhibits of interest to townspeople have been hung in the West Reading 
Room throughout the year. The annual showing of the work of local ar- 
tists was on view during the month of April. 

In May and June the art work of Winchester school children was on 
exhibit, and the library hopes that with the cooperation of the schools 
this children’s art exhibit may become an annual event. 


Staff 

Miss Elizabeth Russell celebrated 10 years as Children’s Librarian at 
the Library in March of 1961. With a collection of over 15,000 books, more 
than 3,100 children registered as active borrowers, with school visits and 
classes at the library, with film programs and story hours, with attendance 
at Book Reviews sessions or meetings of Children’s Librarians, Miss Russell 
has “celebrated” with a year of service-as-usual-but-busier-than-ever-be- 
fore, for Winchester children, their teachers and parents. 

Members of the staff have attended professional library meetings of 
the Massachusetts and New England Library Associations as well as smaller 
groups concerned with children’s and young adults’ work or film programs. 
Meetings have provided the opportunity to visit new library additions in 
Andover and Needham, the new Braintree Library, also new branch libra- 
ries in Cambridge and Roslindale. 

During the year the Librarian attended many meetings of Head Libra- 
rians in the Metropolitan Boston Area. Discussion centered about the new 
State Aid Bill, its implications, and the details of putting it into operation 
in the state. The Library Commissioners of Massachusetts have under 
consideration the proposed plan for making the Boston Public Library the 
Reference and Research Center for libraries in the Boston Area. The 
Librarian had the opportunity to attend the Conference on Buildings 
and Equipment, held at Kent State University (Ohio) in July, and fol- 
lowed this with a busy week of meetings in Cleveland at the Convention 
of the American Library Association. 

The Library was happy to welcome Miss Suzanne Nicot as Reference 
Librarian in July, and Charles Joyce, replacing Mr. Buckley as Assistant 
Librarian, in October. Miss Nicot received her Library Degree from Sim- 
mons College and has had several years experience in the Harvard Univer- 
sity Libraries. After his M.S. Library degree from Simmons, Mr. Joyce 
had experience in the Detroit Public Library, as Head Librarian in Bran- 
ford, Conn., and as Associate Librarian at Wellesley Public Library before 
coming to Winchester. 

Senior Girl Scouts of Winchester have served as volunteer workers in 
the library during 1961. These girls receive a warm welcome from the 
library staff because of the intelligent and willing service they give during 
their 30 hours of work. 

In the spring the Library was pleased to accept a spruce tree given by 
the Campfire Girls of the Winchester District, as part of their Golden 
Jubilee Commemoration program. 

The Library wishes to thank those townspeople who have been generous 
with gifts of books and records in the past year. Thanks also are due those 
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who recommended books for purchase, or questioned the library concerning 
books and policies. The Library welcomes any opportunity to explain itself 


and its policies. 


The Librarian wishes to express appreciation to Trustees and Staff for 
their continued support in all the many and varied problems encountered in 


the administration of the library during the year.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE 165 


Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


More interest has been manifested in Civil Defense in the last ten 
months than in the last ten years. The President’s speech last July, the 
critical Berlin Situation and Russia’s boast of 50 and 100 Megaton Nuclear 
Bombs have stimulated the public into realistic thinking, spurring a num- 
ber of people into building shelters against fall-out as suggested by Na- 
tional Civil Defense. 

At the present writing representatives of the government are checking 
plans of Public Buildings, Schools, Churches, etc., with a view of construct- 
ing group shelters. Plans and measurements of available suitable loca- 
tions have been drawn up by our Shelter Committee Chairman Harold Fi- 
field and his staff. These will be presented to Colonel Rohde, who has 
charge of the nationally sponsored survey in this area in order to expedite 
his work. 

What type of shelter, where located and how many for Winchester is 
an unknown. It is known that it or they, will be stocked by the government 
with sufficient water and condensed rations for a period of about 10 days. 
What other equipment if any will be supplied is a question for which no 
answer is presently to be found. 

The Communications Department under the direction of Dr. Michael 
MacKenzie, Sr. and James Baldwin have had a busy year with scheduled 
radio net drills being held each Wednesday night except for those few 
times when staff meetings were held at the CD office. 

Special radio communications drills were called by Sector 1D Head- 
quarters and were participated in by the Town of Winchester every time 
they were called. These Sector radio drills, due to the increased tension of 
the world situation, are to be greatly intensified and at present a minimum 
of one drill per month is scheduled with more frequent drills expected as 
time goes on. 

Several new members have been added to the radio operators group 
this year. Three of these new members are the wives of John Blanchard, 
our Deputy Director, Richard Norris and James Baldwin. The department 
feels that the addition of women to our radio operators group will greatly 
strengthen what we feel to be our weakest link in communications cover- 
age; that is, during the week-day day-time hours when most of our radio 
operators are out of town for business or school activities. We hope that 
other women will become interested in our communications service and 
will join the ranks in increasing numbers as time goes on. 


Our radio group furnished communications service to the police on 
Halloween this year as in the past and also in the Memorial Day parade. 


Our communications department is ready at any time to give radio 
communications service to any Town Department and, if authorized by the 
Director, to any public organization if requested to do so. 

We were deeply saddened by the passing, on November 23, of Joseph 
Callahan, Sr., who has been one of our long time active communications 
radio operators. 
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Chief Bruce Hamilton reports that there are sixteen members on the 
roll of the CD Auxiliary Fire Department, twelve of whom are very active. 
There were three resignations, two by reason of the members moving out of 
town and two new members were recruited. The inactive members have 
had considerable Auxiliary training and are available in case of civil emer- 
gencies. 

A total of sixteen outdoor drills, eight each in the Spring and Fall, 
were held with an average attendance of ten Auxiliaries. Drills were of 
two to two and one half hours duration and comprised all elements of fire 
fighting and rescue work. Equipment of the regular fire department as well 
as that on Auxiliary Engine 6 was used on order to familiarize the mem- 
bers with pump operation, handling hose lines, raising ladders, use of Scott 
Air-Paks, inhalators and resuscitators. The new technique of mouth to 
mouth breathing was also taught. The greater part of this instruction was 
under the supervision of Captain I. Frank Amico, who, as in the past 
several years, has given freely of his off-duty time to direct and teach the 
Auxiliaries. We are also indebted to Captain Galuffo and Lieutenant Shea 
for instruction on two occasions. 

Special credit is due the Auxiliary Fireman Wilbur Otis for many hours 
of labor spent in building and installing a base equipped to hold four 500 
watt portable lamps over the hose bed on Engine 6. Two are at present 
on the piece and two more are to be requested. The lamps are connected 
to the generator mounted on the Engine in such a manner that instanta- 
neous light is available at the fireground as soon as the generator is started. 
A novel swivel arrangement permits the reloading of hose without discon- 
necting and removing the lamps. 

A new 2500 watt generator was received the day before the hurricane 
Esther and was installed on Engine 6 that night by the Auxiliary men in 
order to be ready for service if the hurricane struck. 

We again express our sincere appreciation to Chief James E. Callahan 
and the permanent officers and men of the department for the cooperation 
given the Auxiliaries. 

The Auxiliary Police Department under the direction of Frederic Wier, 
Auxiliary Chief, now consists of twenty-three men: Chief, Deputy Chief, 
1 Captain, 3 Sergeants and 17 Patrolmen. We have one car operated by 
a patrolman equipped with a gonset. Every Tuesday evening we have pistol 
practice from 7:30 to 10:00 P.M. On the first Friday of every month we 
hold our regular meeting and are now in the process of being trained in all 
phases of police procedure under the direction of Police Chief Derro. Our 
aim is to become a competent Auxiliary unit that the Town and Civil De- 
fense will always be able to rely on. 

This year we have had twenty-three special details, which included: 
Sunday Traffic Duty, Holiday week-ends and several public functions. 

Chief Manlino “Joe” Moffett’s resignation as Chief of the Auxiliary 
was regretfully accepted because he felt his health would not permit him 
to continue. Civil Defense is deeply grateful for his good and generous 
service through many years. He continues to be of help in an advisory 
capacity. 
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Your staff is considering earnestly the increased importance of Civil 
Defense in the country, state and town. We believe with the national and 
state organization that Civil Defense begins at home and that it is our 
duty to lead the town in a sane and constructive program. We believe we 
have a strong local organization which can be expanded quickly as the need 
arises.

Your Water and Sewer Board on behalf of the Town wishes to ack- 
nowledge the decade of devoted and constructive service given to the 
town by James F. Dwinell, Jr. who served as a Commissioner of this 


board from August 13, 1951 to March 6, 1961. 


During this period he served 
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continuously as Chairman from October 1, 1952 to June 16, 1958. He was 
again elected Chairman on February 15, 1960 serving to September 13, 
1960. During his administration, many of the major improvements in our 
Water System were initiated and construction accomplished where re- 
quired. 

The water supply yield during 1961 was favorable. The three reservoirs 
were nearly full going into the high consumption months of June, July and 
August. At the end of the year, the reservoirs contained a total of 504.4 
million gallons compared with the rated capacity of 511.2 million gallons. 

Water consumption for the year was 634.7 million gallons against 669.2 
million gallons in 1960. 

With the installation of the electric power lines finally completed in 
the Fellsway, our Spot Pond Pumping Station was put in operation in 
July. This station, which pumps M. D. C. water from Spot Pond to our 
Middle Reservoir, has a pumping capacity of seven million gallons per 
day. 

There has been added to the system 4392 feet of water mains, 10 gates 
and 5 hydrants. Three broken hydrants have been replaced, two have been 
moved and 22 have been raised. 104 water services were installed during 
the year. The details on three housing developments, now in the process 
of construction, will be reported next year. 

Because of other demands on our department, the water main clean- 
ing program could not be reinstated until rather late in the year. How- 
ever, 16,089 feet of mains were cleaned. It is planned to continue the pro- 
gram in 1962. 

A study, near the close of the year, of anticipated annual revenue from 
the sale of water at the current rate of 35 cents per one hundred cubic feet 
compared with the estimated annual expense, indicated that the Water 
Department would be self-supporting during 1961. 

4323 feet of sewer mains were added to the system as were also 76 sewer 
services. Near the end of the year, the sewer in Hutchinson Road was 
completed and this will mean more additional services in the near future. 


Continuing its efforts, along with that of the Town of Milton, to cause 
a revision of the law enacted in 1959 which changed the basis of assessment 
against the towns using the M.D.C. sewerage system, your Board was 
happy to learn of the passage of Chapter 230 of the Acts of 1961 which 
requires the M. D. C. to review annually, instead of waiting five years, and 
correct, if necessary, each town’s apportionment which is based on the 
number of sewer connections from a given town into the M. D. C. system. 
As a result, we have applied to the M.D.C. for approval for eliminating 14 
sewer connections which when accomplished, will lower Winchester’s ap- 
portionment of the annual assessment.

Park Commissioners 


The Park Department’s responsibilities cover the care and maintenance 
of all the Town’s parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, center plots and water- 
Ways as Well as the grounds of all the schools. 


This year the Park Department acquired a strip of land approximately 
one and one half acres at the end of Dennett Road for playground pur- 
poses. An additional one and one half acres of land will be leased by the 
Town from the Metropolitan District Commission making a total of about 
three acres for playground purposes. 


A continued improvement has been made on the Winchester Common 
with the additional planting of shrubs and flowering trees also the resur- 
facing of all existing paths and the installation of new foot paths along 
Laraway Road and Waterfield Road. The rose bushes along Church Street 
were donated by the Winchester Garden Club, a Golden Chain tree 
donated by the Girl Scouts of America, in addition to previous donations 
by the Rotary Club, three rose bushes on Waterfield Road by the En Ka 
Society, corner plantings by the Winchester Trust Company and Winches- 
ter National Bank and corner planting at the traffic circle by the Sons of 
Italy and several individual trees by interested citizens. 


The summer playground program, including adult softball, under the 
capable supervision of Frank Provinzano was a continued success with a 
substantial attendance at the beach areas and playgrounds. The Arts & 
Crafts program conducted by Miss Claire Pearce, and the basketball pro- 
gram conducted by James Phillips, was also very successful. 

We regret the burning of the Palmer Beach Bathhouse to the extent 
that a new building will be required in 1962. 

A new skating rink was provided at the Shore Road Field to be used 
for pleasure skating when weather permits. 

The contract for the dredging of the Aberjona was awarded and the 
work is expected to start in the Spring of 1962. 

The new Vinson-Owen School and the Lynch Junior High School 
grounds are now under the care of the Park Department. 

The Park Department wishes to express its appreciation to other Town 
Departments for the cooperation and help they have given during the year.

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Report of Personnel Board 


This is a report of Personnel. Board Operations in 1961. Final action 
on some items reported will not be completed until the 1962 Town Meeting 
has considered recommendations which this Board will submit. 

The principal activities in which the Board engaged are briefly des- 
cribed in subsequent sections of this report. They include: 

1. Recommendations of the 1961 Annual Town Meeting. 

2. Conduct of Special Surveys in preparation for recommendations to 

1962 Annual Town Meeting. 

3. Consideration of requests submitted by town authorities, employees, 

and other municipalities. 

4. Final review and printing of the Personnel Policy Guide. 

5. Participation in the Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards 

Association. 


1) Recommendations to the 1961 Annual Town Meeting 

Town Meeting Members approved a Personnel Board recommendation 
for some individual wage and salary changes as well as a general increase 
of 3% of annual salary or wages for those full-time and part-time town 
employees other than professional School Department personnel. 


2) Special Surveys 

The Board continued its review of the descriptions of full-time and 
part-time jobs. 

As a result of requests made to the Board, some occupations were re- 
viewed and re-evaluated. The result of these over-all studies indicated 
that adjustments should be made in some cases. 


A detailed comparison was made of representative occupations as a 
basis for comparing Winchester rates with the rates paid for similar posi- 
tions in other community towns. 


A copy of this Survey with 1961 rates is attached as Appendices A-1, 
A-2, and A-3. This shows that the increases voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting in March have maintained a “Middle (M) Position” in Winches- 
ter. 

For the past several years recommendations for general increases have 
been based, in part, on the relationship of our Wage and Salary Schedule 
to that of our Community Towns. As usual almost no information is avail- 
able at this time as to what action is being contemplated for 1962 by these 
Community Towns, therefore, the Personnel Board has no basis at this 
time for making any recommendation for a general increase in 1962. 

3) Requests Processed 

During 1961 the Board reviewed many job descriptions involving various 
town positions. 

The Board promulgated decisions or recommendations on various speci- 
fic questions submitted throughout the year by town authorities or em- 
ployees. These matters generally involved questions of job evaluations, 
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classification, entitlement to vacation or salary benefits, consideration of 
requests for extensions of paid six-leave, as well as such matters pertain- 
ing to the interpretation of the Policy Guide. 

The Board continued to handle an increasing number of requests in- 
volving correspondence and exchanging information with other towns on 
matters of common interest. 


4) Personnel Policy Guide 

A revised edition of the Personnel Policy Guide was prepared in 1961 
and after two meetings with Boards and department heads a further revi- 
sion was made incorporating their recommendations and this final draft 
will be submitted for approval at the 1962 Annual Town Meeting. 


5) Participation in Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association 
The Personnel Board participates as a member of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Personnel Boards Association which provides an excellent cen- 
tralized source for obtaining information. The Massachusetts Municipal 
Personnel Boards Association distributes an annual report and wage survey 
as well as bulletins pertaining to matters of interest to the membership. 


Board Members recognize with deep appreciation the consideration, 
cooperation and support of Town Meeting Members and all town author- 
ities, employees and members of other town groups who have participated 
in matters involving Personnel Board action throughout the year.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 
and Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare is charged with the responsibility of 
administering five programs of assistance: General Relief, Aid to Depen- 
dent Children, Aid To Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons, Old 
Age Assistance and Medical Assistance For The Aged. 

General Relief is the only program of assistance which is controlled 
entirely by the Board of Public Welfare and consists of 2.9% of the total 
case load. Aid to Dependent Children, Aid to Permanently and Totally 
Disabled Persons, Old Age Assistance and Medical Assistance For the Aged 
are Federal programs of assistance, and are administered within the frame- 
work of Federal and State law, rule and regulation. These Federal pro- 
grams account for 97.1% of the case load. 

The two major functions of your public welfare agency are: the fur- 
nishing of income maintenance — financial aid — to eligible persons under 
the categorical programs established by statute; the services rendered to 
the public assistance clientele as well as to residents of the town who feel 
in need of social guidance. In many instances, these services prevent 
the breakdown of family life in the community and very often, rehabili- 
tative case work has the effect of keeping the assistance case load at its 
lowest possible minimum, thereby contributing to the economic well-being 
of the community as a whole. 


GENERAL RELIEF 

General Relief is the oldest program of assistance. All of the other 
programs came into being many years later. It is the one program by 
which the Board may provide assistance for these persons who are not 
eligible for one of the Federal programs of assistance. The only eligibility 
requirement of General Relief is that the applicant meet the “needs” test. 

There were two cases receiving regular assistance under General Relief 
on January 1, 1961. Eleven applications were received during the year. 
Seven families were aided, four were denied for various reasons. As of 
December 31, 1961, we are aiding two cases, both of which are unemploy- 
able. The low case load on General Relief can be attributed in part to 
new Federal legislation by which this Agency may aid families under the 
Aid to Dependent Children program who formerly would have been aided 
under General Relief. However, the family wage earner must be unem- 
ployed because of certain conditions and these conditions must be approved 
by the Massachusetts Division of Employment Security. This legislation 
would have the effect of reducing the cost of the General Relief Program. 

AID TO PERMANENTLY AND TOTALLY DISABLED PERSONS 

Aid To Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons provides assistance 
to persons who are disabled and who are between the ages of eighteen and 
sixty-five. Basic maintenance is provided. However, the emphasis is on 
medical care with a view to rehabilitation. 

As of January 1, 1961, we were aiding seven cases. We received nine 
applications during the year. Five applications were approved, two were 
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denied and two were closed. As of December 31, 1961, we were aiding 7 
cases. 

The Department recovered $1818.86 from an estate under this program 
in 1961. 

Chapter 695 of the Acts of 1960 provided two new budgetary items: 
Leisure Time Activity of $4.00 per month and a Transportation Allowance 
of $2.50 per month. Both of these items were effective on January 1, 1961. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

Aid to Dependent Children is designed to assist children up to eighteen 
years of age in their own homes who have been deprived of parental sup- 
port by reason of serious illness, death, desertion, separation, divorce and 
under certain conditions, the unemployment of the wage earning parent. 
We were aiding nine parents with twenty-three children on January 1, 
1961. We received five applications during the year. Two Aid to Depen- 
dent Children cases moved to other cities and were transferred to the 
place of residence. In one case, the wage earner returned to work and 
the case was closed. As of December 31, 1961, we are aiding ten cases with 
twenty-two children. Non-support action in the Courts brought reim- 
bursements of $2153.00 in 1961 which reduces the cost of the program. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 

The program of Old Age Assistance provides assistance to needy persons 
who are sixty-five years of age and over. 

The cost of this program has been drastically reduced due to the pro- 
gram of Medical Assistance for the Aged. As of January 1, 1961, we were 
aiding 76 Old Age Assistance cases. During the year we received four- 
teen applications, twelve were accepted and two were denied, eighteen were 
closed for various reasons. As of December 31, 1961, we are aiding 170 cases. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 


Medical Assistance for the Aged provides medical assistance only to 
those persons sixty-five years of age and over who meet the eligibility 
requirements. The eligibility requirements are very liberal in comparison 
with the other programs of assistance administered by the Board of Pub- 
lic Welfare. The liberal eligibility requirements and the fact that the 
cost of medical services are increasing each year, will make this program 
of assistance the largest in case-load and the most expensive of the five 
programs administered by your Board. 


CONCLUSION 


The Board of Public Welfare wishes to take this opportunity to publicly 
express its deep appreciation to the other departments in the Town Govern- 
ment for their cooperation, and to the many agencies, fraternal organiza- 
tions and individuals in the Town who contributed their time and money 
to assist those who are less fortunate. 

The following figures are approximate in part, due to the date on 
which this report must be filed. The figures will indicate the categorical 
expenditures of the Board, the reimbursements from the Federal and State 
Governments and the net cost to the Town. 
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Report of the Planning Board 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


The Planning Board herewith submits its forty-seventh annual report. 


This past year the Board has continued its interest in and promotion 
of zoning provisions for the protection of the Town’s remaining industrial 
land and the provision of an attractive framework for industrial growth. 
We prepared and presented to the March 1961 Town Meeting a proposal for 
the addition of a new zone, “Light Industrial Districts”, to the Zoning By- 
laws, covering the predominantly open land in our Industrial District. 
Favorable action by the Town Meeting represents a decisive step for the 
protection of the future of Winchester. 


Many previous Planning Boards serving the Town have sought Town 
acquisition of the property at 465 Main Street known as the McManus prop- 
erty. Affirmative action by the Town was in the Board’s opinion a real 
achievement in the public interest. 


The first stage of the Planning Board’s review of Town-owned proper- 
ties, undertaken in 1960 in part at the request of the School Committee, 
established a need for additional analysis of 16 of the 51 areas studied. It 
is our objective to develop from this review and analysis a program by 
which plans for Town-owned properties would be presented to the Town 
one or two at a time, to correct their deficiencies and increase their poten- 
tial for community or other appropriate use. Seven of the 16 areas on 
which our analysis has continued are related to school sites: Mystic, 
Washington, Wadleigh, the High School, Wyman, Noonan and the Well- 
field. Of these the one most urgently in need of expansion is the Noonan 
School site, which is already quite inadequate and for which building the 
School Committee foresees an early need for additional schoolroom and 
office space. As the School Committee, however, has decided not to push 
this program with us at this time, the Planning Board has no choice but 
to postpone any school site expansion proposals. 


Two of the 16 areas under question are Leonard Field and the Town- 
owned land west of Tufts and Bates Roads. A proposal to rezone the in- 
dustrial land to general residence, transfer part of it to the Park Depart- 
ment for use in connection with Leonard Field, and declare the remainder 
surplus to the needs of the Town and authorize its sale by the Selectmen 
for private development will be presented to the 1962 Town Meeting by the 
Planning Board and Park Department. 


The major part of our time and effort goes into the administration of 
the Subdivision Control Law regulating the laying out and construction 
of ways in subdivisions and insuring the proper installation of public util- 
ities. Since 1953 when this law became effective, the Board has approved 
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16 subdivision plans that provided 5.47 miles of roadways and 468 building 
lots, of which 418 have become eligible for sale in accordance with our reg- 
ulations. 


Our work with the Capital Budget Program continues. Comparison 
of 1961 experience with our 1961 projections shows that the approved bud- 
gets of 10 departments were above our estimates, 3 were below; the total 
increase over our figures was slightly over $133,000. Winchester’s actual 
income also was approximately $60,000 above our projection. The program 
for 1962 and the following years will be published under separate cover 
before the March Town Meeting, as soon as actual expenditure figures for 
1961 become available. 


We present herewith a chart showing the present and projected in- 
debtedness of the Town and its relation to the Town’s legal borrowing 
capacity. On this chart the lower, black portion of each bar shows the 
amount of debt inside the debt limit, while the upper, white portion indi- 
cates the amount outside the debt limit. Together they represent the 
total debt. The slanting line shows our estimate of the statutory debt limit 
in future years. To determine Winchester’s legal borrowing capacity 
compare this line with the black portion of the bars. 


By statute the debt limit is 5% of the average valuation of real and 
personal property and motor vehicles in the Town for the preceding three 
years. Debt incurred for water construction purposes is not subject to this 
limitation on the basis that the Water Department is self-sustaining. The 
Town is also permitted to borrow outside the debt limit for school construc- 
tion either (1) an amount equal to the estimated grant from the State or 
(2) any amount approved by the State Emergency Finance Board. 


Principal and interest on Winchester’s debt is paid primarily from 
annual Town revenue. A lesser source of money for debt retirement is 
from State grants or aid. The ratio of the two sources varies from about 
81% from Town revenue in 1962 to 75% from this source in 1971. 


The Planning Board wishes to express its appreciation of the help it 
has received throughout the year from Mr. Howard Ambrose, its Consult- 
ing Engineer, and from Mrs. Paul Eberle, its clerical assistant.

Planning Board 
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Report of Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 
1961. 


GENERAL 


The Board of Health has reviewed and approved sub-division plans 
submitted by the Planning Board as required by statute. We have been 
alert to health hazards such as poor drainage, air pollution and sewage 
disposal; in particular warnings on a National Public Health level em- 
phasizing the danger of Air Pollution. The remaining land for develop- 
ment tends to be marginal — poorly drained or on ledge and requires more 
careful examination. 


Plans for new quarters to be located in the west wing basement of 
the Town Hall have been reviewed with the architect and the Board of 
Selectmen. New quarters are urgently needed since present quarters are 
on the second floor in a business block. A single exit and wooden stairs 
make the quarters a potential fire hazard. In addition to this the area is 
inadequate for efficient operation, difficult to keep clean, poorly lighted and 
not conducive to health education. 


Day Care Agencies were licensed this year under our recently adopted 
rules and regulations as required by Chapter 111 of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Dr. Pallonji M. Bhiladvala has been retained under contract as the 
Board of Health dentist. He is a graduate of Tufts University School of 
Dental Medicine and has specialized in the field of Children’s dentistry. 
He holds his D.M.D. and Master’s Degrees. The Board feels that they 
are particularly fortunate to have in their employ a dentist so well trained 
in the field of Public Health Children’s Dentistry. 


During the year, the temporary dump site on the Cullen property off 
Swanton Street was closed. At the request of the Board of Selectmen sev- 
eral sites were examined and the area at the end of Summer Street, bor- 
dered by the Aberjona River and the Boston and Maine Railroad was as- 
signed as a restricted dump site for refuse from the incinerator. 


The rodent control program initiated several years ago has proved 
valuable in our environmental sanitation program. The Waltham Chem- 
ical Company is engaged by contract to treat the areas involved. Proper 
disposal of refuse and community cooperation is necessary for an effective 


program. 
Regular Board of Health meetings are held the second and fourth 


Mondays of each month. Monthly reports are received from the Agent, 
Mr. Michael D. Saraco; the Sanitarian, Mr. Robert W. Rimbach, and the 
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Director of Nursing, Miss Rita Plummer. The Northeastern Board. of 
Health Association meetings designed to improve co-ordination between 
health agencies have been attended by Mr. Richard F. Norris who was 
elected to the Board this year. 


HEALTH SERVICES 


The Winchester Visiting Nursing Association, by contractual agree- 
ment with the Board of Health, offers nursing service in the Board’s 
health programs to the residents of Winchester. 


Maternal and Child Health. Well child conferences and immunization 
clinics are held five times monthly, with Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne as the 
clinic physician. The purposes of the well child conferences are to give 
periodic physical examinations to well children, to offer the mothers sug- 
gestions concerning care of children, good nutrition, and the like. Immun- 
izations, carried out and completed, protect the children from the diseases 
of smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and poliomyelitis. PKU 
tests, a simple “diaper test’, are done routinely on infants as a precaution 
against a certain condition which can cause mental retardation. Tuber- 
culin testing is done at clinic once a month. 


STATISTICS 
Well Child Conferences 
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In connection with maternal and child health, visits are made to all 
mothers and their babies born in Winchester. The purpose of these home 
visits is to answer questions of the mother concerning care of the baby. 


Tuberculosis Control Program. Home visits are made by the nurses to 
all cases of tuberculosis. If the patient is hospitalized, all close contacts 
at work or in the home must have periodic chest x-rays or, if the contact 
is under nineteen years of age, a tuberculin skin test. If the patient re- 
mains at home, instructions in care given by the doctor are explained and 
demonstrated to a family member. Medications, by injection, when ordered 
by the doctor are administered by the nurse. 


Food handlers in Winchester, including volunteers who work at the 
hospital, must be x-rayed yearly as a protection for Winchester residents. 
Teachers too must have periodic chest x-rays as a protection for the chil- 
dren whom they have in their charge. Arrangements for the above are 
often made by the nurses. 


On June first an “x-ray clinic” was held for the convenience of the food 
handlers. 477 were x-rayed at that time; the number of food handlers ex- 
ceeds this, but other arrangements were made for some at the Walk-in 
Clinic at the Middlesex County Sanatorium. 


Parochial School Nursing. One of the visiting nurses visits these 
schools daily to render emergency first-aid, assist the school physicians in 
doing the physical examinations, give the hearing and vision screening 
tests required by law and generally to carry out her nursing role in the 
school. 


Prevention of Communicable Diseases. Home visits are made to each 
family in which a reportable communicable disease exists. The nurse is 
expected to do this by the Board of Health for the sole purpose of assisting 
the family to care for the ill member in such a way that the disease will 
not be spread to other members of the family or to those outside the 
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home. If periodic examinations are necessary, she “follows” the family 
to give help and to point out the necessity of having these examinations 
completed. 

, DENTAL SERVICES 


Dr. Lawrence F.. Quigley, Jr., a member of the Board, a practising Or- 
thodontist and a research associate at Tufts University School of Dental 
Medicine has been active in our dental program reorganization. Numerous 
meetings have been held with Winchester dentists, school officials, Public 
Health personnel and other professional people. The present back log of 
dental work for children accepted by the Board of Health involves 62 chil- 
dren. Approximately 192 four hour clinics would be required to complete 
this dental work on these children who would not otherwise receive 
minimum dental treatment. The rational for the existence of the dental 
clinic is as follows: The number one disease in the opinion of the school 
physician, Dr. Barone, “is still of a dental nature.” ‘The basic philosophy 
your Board has operated on has been to attempt to give treatment to chil- 
dren in the first six grades who would not otherwise receive even the basic 
minimum attention. A sound approach to Public Health dentistry is first 
that of education and second that of treatment. The Finance Committee 
is in accord with the thinking of the Board of Health to give the attention 
to its education phase of the program rather than the treatment phase. 
With this as our goal, a dental certificate program is in the process of 
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REGULATION AND INSPECTION 


Our Sanitarian under contract made a total of 372 inspections of 
food handling establishments such as restaurants, grocery and meat stores, 
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bowling alleys, theater and mobile canteens. Precooked frozen foods have 
been analyzed by the laboratory to determine compliance with the new 
Massachusetts Frozen Food Code. Each month bacterial swabs are taken 
from each restaurant. 311 such analyses were made this year and correc- 
tive action was taken when standards were exceeded. 

Samples of dairy products sold in Winchester are taken periodically 
and complete analyses made for bacterial count, butter fat content, total 
solids, and coliform. 768 such analyses were made in 1961. 

The Board again wishes to make record of the fine cooperation of the 
Board of Selectmen in issuing and renewing common victualer licenses only 
after inspection and favorable report by the Board of Health. 

Improvement was noted this year in the reporting of diseases by Phy- 
sicians. Each case must be reported by law and the following list is a sum- 
mary of the “reportable diseases” reported this year.

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The agent made 297 inspections and investigations, which accounted 
for 310 hours out of a total of 1704 hours. In addition, many inspection 
tours were made during the year by members of the Board. 


The Board wishes to acknowledge the fine service rendered by its 
Agent, Mr. Michael D. Saraco and its clerk, Mrs. Mary A. Haggerty, and 
the entire staff.

To all with whom she came in contact, 
pupils, faculty and parents, she was the epitome of 
the dedicated teacher. Her warmth, sympathy and 
human understanding enabled her to teach equally 
well every child so fortunate as to be one of her 
students. Her modesty and humility could not con- 
ceal her consistently superior performance as an edu- 
cator whose quality and contributions will be preserved 
in the memory of those she served. Be it therefore 
resolved: The School Committee hereby memorializes 
the late Lillian Salice for her service to the Town of 
Winchester. 
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Report of the School Committee 


In 1961 the Winchester School System has been able to turn its atten- 
tion from serious space problems which had limited our educational program 
over the preceding few years. There are, however, continuing needs at the 
elementary and high school levels which will call for redesigning and pos- 
sible additions to existing structures. Facilities for the School Department 
administrative offices will have to be provided when pupil enrollment at 
Lynch Junior High School is such that there will no longer be space for 
the offices there. With the opening of the Vinson-Owen School in Jan- 
uary 1961 and the Lynch Junior High School in September 1961, the major 
space problems of the school system have been relieved. We appreciate the 
support of the Town in providing these fine new buildings. 

On the secondary level the relief from the space problem has been 
reflected in new and expanded course offerings. Science classes in Grades 
Seven and Eight now meet five times a week to qualify Science as a major 
subject. Grade Seven French is offered to more students and has been in- 
creased from two to three times a week. 

At the High School new courses have been added this year, including 
advanced placement courses in Mathematics, Biology and English. Also 
offered for the first time are Electronics III and Architectural Drawing. 
All students are now taking five major subjects or their equivalent. 

Six members of the Winchester staff, a principal and five teachers, 
attended the Harvard-Lexington Summer School Program in Team-Teach- 
ing. The participants are now carrying out an experimental team-teaching 
program at Parkhurst School in Grades Four through Six. Others will 
participate in the further expansion of the team-teaching plan contem- 
plated for next year at the junior high level. 


The problem of maintaining and increasing the high quality of teacher 
competency expected in Winchester, while avoiding an undue hardship on 
taxpayers, is a crucial task. The School Committee has established a 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Professional Personnel Policies to study 
personnel policies and to make recommendations to the School Committee 
relative to teacher compensation and its many ramifications. We antici- 
pate that these recommendations will be most helpful in formulating future 
salary policies. 

The School Committee has received or has qualified for receipt of Fed- 
eral funds for the year 1961 in the approximate amount of $35,000. The 
major portion of this sum represents reimbursement to this community for 
the education of pupils whose parents are employed on Federal property. 
The balance has been or will be received for projects covered by the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act, which allows 50% reimbursement for mate- 
rials and equipment purchased for strengthening and improving programs 
in Science, Languages, Mathematics and in the field of Guidance. 

Federally-connected projects this year included the conversion of Room 
112 at the Senior High School into a fully equipped chemistry laboratory, 
the purchase of library furniture, equipment and books for McCall Junior 
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High School, the installation of an electrical panel for the Electronics course 
at McCall, the acquisition of miscellaneous science equipment and apparatus 
for Senior and Junior High Schools, and the installation of a language 
laboratory at Lynch Junior High School. 


It is a pleasure to pay tribute to the able, loyal administrators, teachers 
and staff members of the Winchester school system to whose ability and 
loyalty credit for its success is largely due. In 1761 the first funds were 
obtained from Woburn to “hire some suitable person to keep school” in the 
Winchester area of that town. Winchester has reason to be proud of the 
results of these two hundred years.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Partial relief for Winchester’s overcrowded schools came early in 1961 
with the opening of the new Vinson-Owen Elementary School. This facil- 
ity is modern not only in design but functionally, having the flexibility 
which permits of new methods of instruction. Anticipating future growth, 
the Town provided for a capacity enrolment of 420 pupils. The wisdom 
of this planning soon became apparent, when a sharp and unexpected in- 
crease in the Wyman School necessitated the transfer of the two sixth 
grades from that school to the Vinson-Owen School in September. Con- 
tinued growth makes it increasingly apparent that additional pupils will 
have to be shifted from Wyman to the new school next year. 


Provisions for Winchester’s more immediate school building needs 
were completed with the opening of the new Lynch Junior High School 
this fall. This building is one of the most modern school structures in 
the area. Designed for multiple and flexible use of facilities, it is admir- 
ably suited for adaption to new instructional techniques and for changes 
occurring in the educational program and methods of instruction at the 
junior high school level. This building was constructed for an eventual 
enrollment of 750 pupils; meanwhile, a substantial part of the surplus space 
in this building is being used to house the central offices of the School De- 
partment until such time as this space is needed for instructional pur- 
poses. Structural and equipment changes have, meanwhile, been made in 
the McCall Junior High School to modernize this building. A school libra- 
ry has been installed, along with a language laboratory. Science and 
home economics laboratory facilities have been expanded and improved 
and provisions made for offering typing. 


The Wadleigh Building having been declared surplus to the needs of 
the School Department, the Town voted the transfer of this building to 
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the Board of Selectmen. The residence at 426 Main Street, previously 
used as School Department offices, is being used as office space for members 
of the Senior High School faculty. 

Future school building needs will depend, of course, on the rate and 
extent of school population growth which, in Winchester, are particularly 
difficult to predict because of the mobility of the population and the growth 
of school enrollments in some of the older districts. The facilities of the 
Senior High School will hardly be sufficient to accommodate next year’s 
expected enroliment. However, certain building renovations and program 
changes are being studied in the hope of postponing, at least for a few 
years, the need for an addition to the Senior High School. 

The benefits of adequate facilities for the educational program and 
instruction at the junior high school level have been substantial. Stu- 
dents again have the advantage of a full day of school, replacing the ab- 
breviated double-sessions. Class sizes have been reduced to a level that 
permits of more teacher assistance to the individual pupil. An expanded 
program of instruction designed to better serve the educational needs 
of all pupils is being introduced. Specifically, this September saw the 
introduction of science as a major subject, with new and improved facil- 
ities for up-to-date instruction in this fast changing field. School libraries 
are now available to all junior high pupils. Electronics has been intro- 
duced at the Ninth Grade level, thus providing in this course a four-year 
sequence for the student who wishes to pursue a career in this rapidly 
growing field. More time is scheduled for French, remedial reading, 
music and art. Typing, for junior high school students, which had to be 
postponed this year for lack of equipment, is assured for the coming school 
year. 

At the senior high school level, additional offerings in courses of ad- 
vanced standing were made available to qualifying students in biology 
and mathematics. An advanced course in English also has been intro- 
duced. The “accelerated” program, begun six years ago in mathematics, 
has been refined and expanded to include all major subjects at the second- 
ary level. 

As our programs change so do our methods and means of instruction. 
In recent years team-learning, team-teaching and the use of assistant- 
teachers have been introduced in the Winchester schools. This fall a more 
comprehensive program of team-teaching than heretofore was begun at 
the Parkhurst School. The Principal and four of his teachers spent the 
summer learning techniques and developing instructional materials in a 
program sponsored by the Harvard Graduate School of Education and the 
Lexington School Department. Encouraged by the results of this project, 
a faculty team from the Lynch Junior High School will prepare in sum- 
mer school next year for an experiment in team-teaching at the junior 
high school level. 

In order that secondary school teachers may spend more time on in- 
struction, clerical personnel has been employed to do the typing, and mim- 
eographing of instructional materials, tests, examinations, etc. formerly 
done by the instructors. “Correctors” are being employed to assist teach- 
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ers of English in reviewing compositions so that students may be given 
more preparation and experience in writing. In these and in other ways, 
efforts are being continued to better utilize the services of the instructors. 


As a result of increasing demands for more and better educational 
services, more school time became necessary, so the elementary school day 
was lengthened from five hours to five hours and fifteen minutes, and the 
secondary school day from six hours and twenty minutes to six hours and 
thirty minutes this September. These changes have permitted of a length- 
ening of class periods and greater flexibility in the school programs. 


In a larger number than is customary, new personnel had to be re- 
cruited to fill, besides the usual vacancies, the staff needs for a second 
junior high school. This task was rendered more difficult than normal by 
the fact that our salaries, particularly for women teachers, were not so 
high as those of other systems with which we compete for the best teach- 
ers available. Thus, it appears that salary adjustments will again have 
to be made next year if Winchester is to recruit and retain quality per- 
sonnel. Meanwhile, the results of a State mandated referendum on equal 
salaries for men and women teachers indicate that our present differential 
may have to be eliminated for reasons of recruiting and morale. 


The Department and the Town were deeply saddened by the loss of 
two of the most valuable members of the staff, F. Meredith Cooper, Head 
of the Department of Social Studies, and Miss Lillian Salice, Mystic School 
teacher, both of whom died this year. 


Ours is a time of change. It is the responsibility of the schools to 
keep abreast of that change, both in terms of what we teach and how we 
teach it. Difficult decisions must be made, with respect to what changes 
are in order and when; decisions which, if wrong, can cause irreparable 
damage to a school system and those it serves. Basically, it becomes a 
matter of adopting those innovations which will assure improvement 
while maintaining a stability, the lack of which can spell disaster. In 
attempting to achieve this balance, Winchester is fortunate to have, and 
the School Committee the good sense to enlist, the advice of so many 
capable citizens of broad and varied background in studying the problems of 
our schools. Even as the Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Electronics 
Education was completing its assignment of helping to develop a four- 
year program in electronics technology, a new citizens’ committee was be- 
ginning study of the professional personnel policies of the School Depart- 
ment. The contributions of such capable and conscientious people have 
been invaluable, and the School Department owes them a real debt of 
gratitude. Such assistance has done much to stimulate the enthusiasm 
and efforts of the staff, as has the cooperation and wise direction of the 
School Committee. To all these people and to the parents of Winchester 
who have so loyally supported our schools, I extend my personal thanks.

SUPPLEMENT TO FOLLOW-UP REPORT — CLASS OF 1961 
Drop-Outs 


A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1961 between the time 
of entrance and of graduation gives a group of 36 new members and 92 
pupils who left the group. There were also other pupils (15) who entered 
the class at some time during the four years, but again left the group, so 
their presence had no effect on the over-all change in sizes; therefore, 
that number has not been included in the statistics. 


There were 316 members (164 boys, 152 girls) of the class as freshmen. 
A total of 260 (120 boys, 140 girls) was graduated in June, 1961. One 
diploma was awarded posthumously and three others (2 boys, 1 girl) have 
since been awarded diplomas as the result of the completion of work in 
summer school. 


This same group at the end of the eighth grade numbered only 269. 14 
left the group between that time and the beginning of grade nine. One went 
to work, 2 moved, and the remaining 11 left to attend private or parochial 
high schools. The Class of 1961, however, received 61 new members into 
the ninth grade who had not been in the group the previous year from St. 
Mary’s School and from out of town. This brought the membership up 
to the 316 mentioned above.

During the year fifty-one members were added to the Retirement 
System, seventeen members have withdrawn, seven members retired, two 
active members died, five members were placed on the inactive list making 
a total of three hundred eleven active, seventeen inactive members and 
seventy-four pensioners at the end of 1961. Five pensioners died during 
the year. 


The total paid out for pensions during the year was $119,683.64 of 
which amount $797.92 was reimbursed by another system and $1,621.35 was 
repaid to the system as a result of an adjustment in a disability allowance.

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Report of Methods and 


Procedures Committee 


The revised accounting procedures for handling trust fund income, 
mentioned in the 1960 report, have been put into effect during 1961. 

The Committee assisted the Town Accountant in revising payroll with- 
holding procedures so that withholdings from employees’ wages are dis- 
tributed throughout the month on a more even basis. 

The Committee, in collaboration with the Finance Committee, submit- 
ted an article, adopted by the Town Meeting, requiring that a system of 
encumbrance accounting be employed on all special committee projects. 
The Lynch Junior High School Building Committee and other committees 
functioned under this system in 1961. 


Sinclair Survey 


The major part of the Committee’s time was expended in connection 
with the survey of the clerical methods and procedures of various depart- 
ments of the Town made by Professor John M. Sinclair, C.P.A. 

In urging that an independent survey be made, the Committee was 
mindful of the valuable suggestions and recommendations of the predecessor 
Fiscal Survey Committee and of the improvements that have been adopted 
over the years. It was, however, the Committee’s strong belief that through 
an independent and comprehensive survey a clear picture of the Town’s 
clerical methods could best be obtained and recommendations for more 
efficient methods could be made. 

Professor Sinclair completed his survey in September and reported to 
the Committee in October. His report, numbering 47 pages (exclusive of 
exhibits), covered the following departments: Board of Assessors; Treas- 
urer/Collector; Water Registrar; and, on a limited basis, Town Accountant 
and Town Clerk. 


A Major Consideratien 


The Sinclair Survey was intended to be and is a comprehensive survey. 
The Committee imposed on Professor Sinclair no limitation in the scope 
of his survey, other than those stemming from the appropriation. The 
Survey was conducted as a similar one might be made in industry and 
Professor Sinclair reported to the Committee on a wide range of matters. 

Some of these are more significant than others. Some warrant imme- 
diate adoption; others, in the opinion of the Committee, require further 
study; and still others depend upon the Committee’s future major recom- 
mendations. 

One fact stands out in attempting to evaluate potential savings in 
methods and procedures changes: economy effected in a clerical operation 
performed by one employee brings no savings to the Town; reducing the 
work load to require % or % of an employee’s time result in no dollar 
savings in itself. A gain can result only if the fractional savings are 
brought together into one department. Thus, 4 persons engaged in work 
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requiring *%4 of their time can be reduced to 3 persons only if the operations 
are consolidated into one department. The Committee is not recommend- 
ing that any present permanent employee of the Town be discharged. 
Savings will be realized from reduction of temporary clerical help and, in 
the future, by handling increased volume of work without additional per- 
sonnel or by adhering to a no — replacement policy. 


General Recommendations 


The Committee recommends that certain of Professor Sinclair’s sug- 
gestions be adopted in 1962 and, when these changes have been effected and 
are working smoothly, the present Committee or its successor will review 
the situation and recommend further changes to be made in 1963 and in 
subsequent years. 

We believe that experience gained in effecting changes in one area may 
well modify changes in a second area from those originally contemplated. 
As a result, a step-by-step approach is strongly urged. 


We hope that our recommendations will be considered by Town officials 
and personnel from the standpoint of the welfare of the whole Town rather 
than from the narrower standpoint of the effect on the individual or 
department. 


In the opinion of the Committee, it would be a tragedy if the recom- 
mendations were cast aside or ignored. 


Specific Recommendations For Adoption In 1962 


1. Billing Functions. Billing functions of the Assessors, Treasurer/ 
Collector, and Water Department should be transferred to General Services 
Department. One clerical employee from the Assessors’ Department be 
transferred to General Services Department. 


Discussion. This change should make for more efficient utilization of 
present personnel. This will be the first step in creating a pool to 
furnish clerical personnel to other departments when activity is ab- 
normal or personnel are on vacation or absent on account of illness. 
Cost. No additional cost. 


Savings. The necessity for temporary clerical help should be elimin- 
ated thereby immediately saving $654 on an annual basis in the follow- 
ing departments: 


Water $399 
Town Accountant 255 
$654 


It is interesting to note that the City of Newton is now studying the 

feasibility of adopting centralized billing. 

2. Physical Location. The General Services Department should be 
located in an area adjacent to the present office of the Town Accountant. 
Physical proximity will permit more efficient utilization of personnel. 
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3. Equipment. Transfer twelve-year old Remington Rand Bookkeep- 
ing machine from Assessors’ Department to General Services Department. 
Transfer twelve-year old Remington Rand Bookkeeping machine from 
Water Department to Treasurer/Collector. 


4. Town Comptroller. The position of the Town Accountant should 
be abolished and the position of Town Comptroller should be created to 
exercise responsibility over accounting and clerical procedures of the Town. 


Discussion. The Town of Winchester is too large and spends too much 
money to continue the present archaic division of clerical work. No 
business would long survive if responsibility for supervising clerical 
methods and procedures were vested in each department or segment 
of the business. Over-all coordination and responsibility is required 
if efficiency is to result. Furthermore, the rapid changes in the sys- 
tems field demand that one department or person be charged with the 
responsibility for keeping the system up to date. It is interesting to 
note that the post of Town Comptroller has been adopted by the 
Towns of Dedham, Wellesley, and Brookline. 


The creation of the position of Town Comptroller will not dim- 
inish the authority or powers of the several departments or boards 
since only the clerical aspects of their operations are affected. 


It is not possible for the Committee to estimate the net savings 
that would accrue from the creation of the position of Town Comp- 
troller. There is no doubt, that savings would result from centralized 
purchasing of supplies and more efficient use of clerical time. 


The duties of the Town Comptroller would include the duties now 
assigned to the Town Accountant under the statutes and, in addition, 
the following: 


1. Prescribe the accounting system to be employed by all officers, 
departments, boards, and commissions of the Town. Changes in 
systems would be made only after discussion with the officers, 
departments, boards, and commissions affected. 

2. Assume responsibility for a continuing study of the clerical methods 
and procedures of the Town. 

3. Make feasibility studies and recommendations on office equipment 
purchases. 


4. Initiate the preparation and issuance of manuals and memoranda 
of uniform and standard clerical practices relating to all clerical 
activities throughout the Town. 

5. Consult with the Methods and Procedures Committee on recom- 
mended changes in clerical methods and procedures. 


5. General Services Department. The General Services Department 
should be under the day to day supervision of the Town Comptroller. 
Better supervision of this department will result from such a move. Fur- 
thermore, this department will then be better able to serve as a clerical 
labor pool. 
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6. Treasurer/Collector. Suggested changes in the method of recording 
and posting tax collections, and changes in other procedures should reduce 
the need for temporary clerical help. 

Savings: $1,372. 

7. Cycle Billing. Cycle billing in the Water Department and speeding 
up in the billing of the Motor Vehicle Excise Tax we recommend. Whether 
or not our other recommendations are adopted, we contemplate further 
work in this area. 


8. Other. The Committee recommends that further study be made by 
the Committee with Town departments of the many additional suggestions 
in the survey. Since the Committee is not presently recommending any 
action in these areas, no cost data are submitted. When the Committee 
or its successor submits specific recommendations, estimates of costs and 
savings will be made. 


Conclusion 


The Committee has discussed its recommendations with the Selectmen, 
the Finance Committee, and the Departments affected. 


It is our strong belief that the adoption of our recommendations is in 
the best interests of the Town and holds promise of definite savings. Such 
savings can be realized if the recommendations receive the sympathetic 
consideration and cooperation of all officials and departments affected.

Report of ‘Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


In 1941 — twenty years ago — the Winchester Town Forest (Clara G. 
Brooks Woods) first came into being. The land, some twenty-three acres 
lying between Main and Grove Streets and bordering on Medford, was pur- 
chased by the Town from the Brooks family, having been in possession of 
that family since early Massachusetts days. Since its acquisition, there 
have been four additions to the Forest, including 1.8 acres added this year, 
all by gift of Winchester citizens interested in the care and embellishment 
of the area. Thus the Forest now comprises about twenty-seven acres of 
rolling handsomely-wooded countryside, and this within close proximity 
to the heart of the Boston metropolitan center. 


Soon after World War II, a start was made by the Forest Committee 
to replant cut over areas with pine and spruce, a program which shortly 
came to an end, and has not yet been resumed, due to the damage done to 
the growing trees by sundry thoughtless individuals, adults and children. 
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Even so, a considerable number of these small trees continue to thrive, 
and are beautifying more than one otherwise bare spot about the Woods. 
The Committee is glad to report that in 1961 there has been less damage 
to trees, large and small, than for some years past, and this encourages us 
to resume a planting program. We appreciate the assistance of the Police 
Department, the Board of Health (on matters connected with the dumping 
of rubbish in the Forest), and interested citizens which unquestionably 
has brought about improvement in the treatment of the Property. 


For each of the past few years, the Committee has used the small an- 
anual appropriation alloted to it over this period, for contract work by 
foresters engaged primarily to clear the many large oaks, pines, hemlocks 
and miscellaneous species of myriad dead, dying and broken limbs. Hur- 
ricane damage to these magnificent trees since the purchase of the land, 
added to the fact that little work had been done on them for a good while 
before they became Town property, had taken heavy toll. Hence it seemed 
essential to deal with these big trees, keys to the beauty of the tract, to the 
temporary exclusion of more than incidental brush clearing (As to the 
latter, it so happens that a good deal has already been done on a voluntary 
basis.) Accordingly, and to all intents exclusively, the contract foresters 
have carried on big tree surgery, requiring much high climbing to treat 
these giants of the Woods. The Committee hopes to continue this sort of 
undertaking until the entire Forest is so covered. In passing, and for ex- 
ample, two trees finished this year, towering white and red oaks, are res- 
pectively fourteen feet and twelve feet ten inches in circumference a foot 
or so off the ground. 


The Committee believes the Forest is proving more valuable to Win- 
chester with each passing year. When it was established, its importance 
as a buffer against the encroachments of an expanding city area, as well 
as its usefulness and desirability along health and recreational lines, was 
stressed. If that were the case at the time, how much more so is it now. 
Beautiful open spaces such as Brooks Woods are becoming increasingly 
rare in city and suburban environs, and in this area of trees, shrubs, flowers 
and quiet paths among them, nature has provided a lovely and tranquil 
spot readily available in all seasons. A Community asset, at once inexpen- 
sive to maintain and accessible in its natural state for the refreshment of 
those who want to use it — this seems to the Committee responsible for 
its care to characterize Clara G. Brooks Woods, the Winchester Town 
Forest.

Winchester Town Forest Committee 
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Report of the Winchester Development 
and Industrial Commission 


The most significant development in 1961 was the construction of a 
modern plant in the “Industrial Park” well off Cross Street. The building is 
occupied by the Atlee Corporation and there are approximately fifty people 
employed. As of December 11, 1961 plans for another new building were 
under way. 

The principal unfinished business is the vacant Beggs & Cobb proper- 
ty at Swanton and Main Streets. It has an area of about 12 acres, is 
located near routes 93 - 128 and 38, near a bus line, on a railroad siding; 
has wells capable of producing about one million gallons of water daily. 
The owners have an asking price of $360,000. 

Your commission has made extensive efforts to attract desirable pros- 
pects to this area. 

For example: 

Many Boston Industrial Brokers have been advised. 

Winchester Brokers have been shown the property. 

One broker circularized many projects. 

The property has been listed with the Boston Chamber of Com- 

merce and the industrial director has viewed it. 

5. The property is listed with the Massachusetts Department of Com- 
merce. The director has visited Winchester. 

6. The commission met in March with Governor Volpe and a group of 
industrialists to alert them of this parcel as well as the other ones. The 
Winchester Star of March 23 carried pictures and a front page story. 

7. The Director of Finance of Massachusetts has been advised. 

Members of your commission have attended seminars and conferences 

in order to meet and discuss the property with potential prospects. 

Examples: 

The Boston College Seminar on Industrial Planning. 

New England Council meeting, Hotel Statler. 

Boston Chamber of Commerce conference and Industrial Planning. 

The Electronics Meeting — Commonwealth Armory. 

At the 1959 Town Meeting the appropriation voted was $1000.00. There 

is a balance in the fund of $931.15. No bills are outstanding. None was 

contracted in 1961. 

Your commission is seeking no new areas for Industrial expansion. 
The policy is to attempt to attract desirable clients to the existing ones.

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Report of New Waterways Committee 


At the Adjourned Annual Town Meeting of March 24, 1958, the Town 
voted a sum of $12,500.00 to be used in dredging and improving the Aberjona 
River from Swanton Street to a point near the Winchester Postoffice. Also 
included was limited work at Wedge Pond and Horn Pond Brook. All 
work so done would be with the assistance of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, under Chapter 91 of the General Laws. 


At the Adjourned Town Meeting of April 4, 1960, the Committee in- 
formed the Town that under Chapter 91, the Commonwealth was interested 
in projects involving flood control only. Since some of our plans involved 
projects other than flood control, a sense of the meeting vote under Article 
32 permitted the Committee to proceed with as much work as possible under 
Chapter 91, with the hope that Town funds might be available in the 
future to complete the whole project. 


On October 20, 1961, the Town was informed by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Waterways Division that bids for the project had been 
received. They advised that the low bid was for $29,200.00, and that en- 
gineering and contingency fees of $7,300.00 would bring the total cost of 
the project to $36,500.00. They further advised that upon the receipt of 
the Town’s check for 50% of this amount, or $18,250.00, the contract would 
be awarded and the undertaking would be under way. Inasmuch as the 
appropriation for the work fell $5,750.00 short of the needed amount, the 
Committee was in a-dilemma. 


After due deliberation with the Board of Park Commissioners, the New 
Waterways Committee decided that, time-wise, it had only had two choices. 
The first, and not acceptable, was to inform the Commonwealth that the 
bid requiring payment of $18,250.00 exceeded the authorized expenditure, 
and that the undertaking must be postponed pending a subsequent Town 
Meeting when the additional funds might be allocated. This seemed un- 
wise, in that there would be a great possibility of the Commonwealth put- 
ting Winchester far down the list of proposed projects, and the opportun- 
ity to obtain State aid might be lost in the foreseeable future. 


The second choice of our Committee was to try to make emergency 
funds available in order that contracts might be signed immediately. This 
we have done. On November 12, 1961, the town of Winchester Finance 
Committee approved the transfer of $5,750.00 from the Town Reserve Ac- 
count to our budget. The total funds have now been forwarded to the 
Commonwealth to negotiate a contract.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is an interim progress report of the activities of the 
Recreation Committee. 


A Recreation Committee was established by act of the 1961 annual 
Town Meeting and consists of a member of the Park Commission, School 
Committee, Board of Selectmen and four appointed citizens. The Com- 
mittee’s instructions were as follows: a) to study and investigate the rec- 
reational and leisure time facilities and needs in the town; b) to ascer- 
tain what facilities are needed, how they can be secured, what personnel 
is needed, and how a program should be financed, either publicly or private- 


ly. 


Regular meetings have been held this fall exploring several aspects of 
the Committee’s instructions. Time has been spent investigating other 
towns which have recreation programs, professional directors and specific 
recreation budgets. Also, a partially successful effort was made to study 
the history of past recreation committees and determine what their ob- 
jectives and recommendations had been as well as the reasons why some 
of their recommendations did not succeed if these reasons could be deter- 
mined. The reasons for only partial success are the apparent lack of some 
of the records and reports of these past committees in the Town Offices. 
Awareness of this situation has led this Committee to feel that all its 
records and reports should be placed on file, whenever it is discharged, with 
the Town Clerk for future reference. 


Because many townspeople are away during the summer and also be- 
cause a recreation program is in operation under the Park Department 
sponsorship at this time, the Committee has decided to concentrate its 
present efforts on the fall, winter and spring seasons. This is not to exclude 
a study of summer time activities later but only to concentrate on the areas 
and seasons where there appears to be a greater immediate need. Recrea- 
tion, even as carefully defined as it was in the article which established 
this Committee, has been found to be a very broad subject which will re- 
quire considerable time to adequately study. 


The Committee has agreed to concentrate on winter season activities 
as opposed to summertime activities. It also at this time feels strongly 
that the first and major objective of any future recommendations is to 
see that existing facilities in the town are utilized to the fullest extent 
deemed desirable. In an effort to accomplish greater utilization of exist- 
ing facilities, the Committee is considering the desirability of a Recreation 
Director to co-ordinate existing activities, study the present occupancy of

town facilities and how they could be better and more fully utilized, and to 
blend these programs into a common function with non-Town sponsored 
programs for the improvement of leisure time activities primarily for youth, 
but not excluding other age groups in the Town.

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1961 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1961, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 
The ordinary revenues of the town, including water, exceeded the 
total expenditures for ordinary operations, including water, by $347,146.62. 
Actual receipts for the year were $217,752.89 in excess of estimates, revenue 
appropriation balances reverted were $129,381.73, and assessments made 
after the fixing of the tax rate amounted to $12.00. 


On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
of $723,392.01, of which $648,240.47 was available for expenditure. This 
amount is $32,005.95 more than was available a year ago. 


Water Operations 
Included in the overall town operating surplus for the year is a Water 
Department surplus of $32,873.60. 


Debt Operations 
The funded debt of the town decreased by $295,000.00 during the year 
as a result of payments on maturing debt and the fact that no new debt 
was incurred. The borrowing capacity of the town, within the debt limit, 
on December 31, 1961 was $913,074.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards en- 
trusted with the receipt, custody, or expenditure of money have been exam- 
ined. In each case, after reconciliation, the records have been found 
correct. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the 
Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees 
have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash balances 
of the trustees have also been verified.
